If he can pro- 
duce such a retirement the Germans 
will also have to quit the Vesle and 
fall back north of the Aisne between 
Soissons and Rheims. But this last 
possibility is only worth striving for, 
provided German resistance is still 
weak and the disorganization follow- 
ing the initial defeat continues. 


Panse Does Not Mean Defeat. 


Unless the British and French can 
break the German flanks and thus 
widen the gap, we are likely to see 4 
general pause within the next few 
days, and either on the old Somme 
line or the line of the Upper Somme. 

This will not mean failure or even 
relative check for Foch’'s offensive. 
It has achieved practically its max!i- 
mum strategic result already. What 
Foch undertook to do he has done. 
The moment may be approaching 
when he will desist, or he may strike 
to the north and seek a new disloca- 
tion of the German front elsewhere, 
but in a zone adjoining the zone al- 
ready affected and thus bound to 
have an effect upon it 

We must now learn the three 
phases of the contemporary offen- 
sive—penetration, pursuit, pause, 
They invariably occur in all opera- 
tions. We have not vet reached a 
stage where a general break through 
and disPcation of the whole line is 
possible, nor is such a stage likely to 
come. We are driving: the German 
from position to position and our 
British and French allies have just 
turned him out of the second of his 
important pesitions with a loss to 
him of men and guns which makes 
the defeat the greatest in this war's 
history, while the moral disaster far 
surpasses the military in Germany 
and out.

For those who were concerned in the sending 
out of the statement the only thing for the coun- 
cil to do is justice. It should ascertain the. truth 
and fix the actual responsibility.

The excellent service of Secretary Saunders en- 
titles him to a fair hearing and unbiased judg- 
ment as to his motive and his responsibility.

The duty 
of the State to carry on this work is clear and 
interference with it to satisfy personal and po- 
litical revenges is not the part of good citizenship.

St. Louis dairymen com- 
plain that a great deal of milk sent from nearby 
territory sours in transit because it is not iced. | 
Everyone who has traveled on commutation’! 
trains knows that this complaint is justified. | 
After standing on hot platforms, the cans of. 
milk are thrown into the baggage car. There the 
uniced fluid is churned by the motion of the car, 
and it is a wonder that any of it reaches the city 
fresh in very hot weather. Milk has had to be 
shipped a thousand miles, during this heated 
spell, the dairymen say, on the chance of getting 
some of it fresh.

Waste in milk is one of the worst food wastes, 
because of the labor in producing it. Calves have | 
toe cared for about two years before they are 
fit to become milkers, and the average cow pro- 
duces little enough for the labor.

Willful 
waste of it amounts almost to crime, especially 
now, when all food waste helps the country’s

ICELAND A SOVEREIGN STATE. 

Little iceland, through a recent treaty with 
Denmark, has now become a sovereign state. 
Its population of about 80,000, living on the 
7000 habitable square miles of its total area of 
40,000, have had sort of home rule since 1874.
